JOBS, NOT HOUSING 

Deputy Beep takes aim at lofts in bid to protect manufacturing

The city must slam the door 
on developing new housing 
in Brooklyn’s old industrial 
neighborhoods by banning 
new apartments in those ar- 
eas, the new deputy borough 
president said this week.

Zone” in the Queens portion

£ “This was a huge loss for 
the community,” Renya said. 


“I’m not against an artist, but I 
don’t want to play one against 
the need for jobs.” 

Reyna further argued that

PPW taking it slow 

Speed limit on bike-car battleground drops to 25

The city reduced the speed limit on 
Prospect Park West to 25-miles-per- 
hour last Friday as part of Mayor De- 
Blasio’s push to bring city wide traffic 
deaths down to zilch. 

The surprise change came two days 
after the city started issuing tickets from 
speed cameras in school zones as part of 
the Sloper-in-chief ’s road safety agenda. 
Slope activists, including the parents of 
a 12-year-old boy killed by a van on the 
road in October 2013, have been push- 
ing for a 20 mile-per-hour cap on resi- 
dential streets city wide, but said they 
will take what they got. 

“Dropping it by five is definitely

progress,” said Charles Komanoff, a 
founding member of the group Right 
of Way. “It shows the power of com- 
munity organizing.” 

A spokesman for the Department 
of Transportation said the speed limit 
was lowered as the result of an “evalu- 
ation of the corridor,” but did not elab- 
orate on what the evaluation entailed, 


or why 25 was chosen. 

The move comes three months af- 
ter Samuel Cohen Eckstein was mowed 
down by a van, unleashing a wave of 
new activism aimed at slowing traf- 
fic on the road that became a cultural 
battleground in 2010, when the city re- 
placed a car lane with a two-way bike 
highway. 

The boy’s parents, Amy Cohen 
and Gary Eckstein, testified before 
the Council in November to persuade 
it to pass a bill lowering speed limits. 
Pedestrians have a 19 out of 20 chance

Big plans for life out of prison 

Lawyer Lynne Stewart is planning to ramp up her 
advocacy at her new Flatbuh digs, cancer be damned

Slope lawyer Lynne Stewart has 
maintained that the justice system 
punished her for doing her job. 


This former Park Slope lawyer beat 
the system and now she is confident 
she can beat cancer. 

Lynne Stewart, 74, has breast cancer 
and was released from federal prison 
on Jan. 1 after serving four years of 
a 10 -year sentence for communicat- 
ing on behalf of her client, blind cleric 
Sheik Omar Abdel-Rahman, who was 
convicted of plotting to blow up New 
York landmarks including the United 


Nations and Lincoln Tunnel. A federal 
judge signed off on her get- out- of-j ail- 
free card at the recommendation of the 
justice department and the prisons bu- 
reau, saying that she is close to death — 
an August court filing by her lawyers 
said she has 18 months to live — but 
the newly-freed firebrand said she has 
big plans, diagnosis be damned. 

“There are people in every city in this 
country who care about me, and I in- 
tend to contact them, speak out, and get 
people organized,” Stewart said. “My 


really important goal is to work on the 
plight of men and women who are in 
jail for truly political reasons, some of 
them for more than 40 years.” 

Stewart spent her career defending 
poor, politically active, and often deeply 
unpopular clients and was disbarred 
in 2007 ahead of her indictment and 
conviction on charges of aiding terror- 
ism. She is now on probation and liv- 
ing with her son Geoffrey on a tree- 
lined Flatbush street — a far cry from

final throes of Jason Kidd 
the Player and everyone’s fa- 
vorite Argentine rec -league 
standout, Pablo Prigioni. 

For posterity, a couple 
quotes from last year’s col- 
umns There’s this: 

“A quick way to tell if a 
team might be bluffing is to 
look at shooting percen tages. 
Knicks shooting guard J.R. 
Smith drained 14 of 19 three- 
pointers — more than dou- 
ble his career average — 
during the team’s winning 
streak. ” 

And this gem: 

“Half the Knicks ros- 


ter might be using walkers 
next year, but things are good 
now, and that makes people 
happy — and commands me- 
dia attention. ” 

The point of reprinting 
those quotes is not to high- 
light how this column saw 
the Knicks for the paper ti- 
ger they were (but of course 
that’s part of it).

The Nets’ Boston signings 
have been a bust for most of 
the season. But adding Kevin 
Garnett, Paul Pierce, and Ja- 
son Terry instilled in this 
young franchise a winning 
attitude, even if they were too 
old and slow themselves to 
make those wins happen. 

By contrast, what did the 
Knicks do this year? Make 
a splash by signing Andrea 
Bargnani, whose entire ca- 
reer in Toronto was a study in 
apathy toward winning?

Reyna said she will push to 
have Williamsburg’s Pfizer 
building placed in an “In- 
dustrial Business Zone” that 
will offer tax abatements and 
city assistance in planning for 
manufacturing — and make 
it virtually impossible to con- 
vert to residential use. 

Adams applauded his un- 
derstudy’s dedication to in- 
creasing manufacturing de- 
velopment, which he called 
his administration’s num- 


ber-two priority. But he 
said his primary goal is to 
increase the amount of be- 
low-market residential units, 
and added that he intends to 
take an inventory of Brook-

Ample Hills makes its own 
ice cream and the huge new 
outpost will feature 24 fla- 
vors, eight more than the Van- 
derbilt Avenue location cur- 
rently boasts. The two-floor 
space will also contain an up- 
stairs party room with ice- 
cream-making classes for 
kids and adults, as well as 
a massive outdoor terrace 
with a view of the Manhat- 
tan skyline. 

“We were looking for a 
place where we could build 
out a large factory space,” 
said Smith. 

Smith and his wife Jackie 
Cuscuna plan to install two 
ice-cream makers — one 
that can produce 12 gallons 
of ice cream every 15 min- 
utes, and one that makes six 
— and a 99-gallon pasteur- 
izer, which will triple or qua- 
druple the capacity of their 
first store. 

The pair decided to open 
the original Ample Hills af- 
ter growing tired of their ca- 
reers in screenwriting and 
teaching. 

“The driving impetus was 
justthe career change,” Smith 
said. “I find that I’m a much 
better ice cream maker than 
a screenwriter.”

Geeks create games in just two days as part of global event

G ame on! 

On Jan. 24, hundreds of cod- 
ers, designers, and gaming enthu- 
siasts will gather at New York Uni- 
versity Polytechnic’s Game Center in 
Downtown, in a quest to build a game 
from scratch in just 48 hours. 

“It’s a festival of game making,” 
said organizer Dylan McKenzie, who 
works at the Game Center. 

The Brooklyn video game school is 
holding the event as part of the “Global 
Game Jam,” where game geeks around 
the world scramble to put together video 
and table games based on a single central 
theme over the space of two days. The 
Game Center will host more than 200 
participants for its marathon session. 

Participants will get to choose their 
own teams, projects, and how many 
hours they want to spend working or 
napping — so long on they have some- 
thing ready to showcase come Sun- 
day evening. 

“We tell people that you do bet- 
ter work if you get some sleep,” said 
McKenzie. “But we’re not telling them 
what to do.” 

The organizers will also provide a 
list of places nearby that are open all 
night, as the building closes at mid- 
night. Of course, burning the candle 
at both ends is not encouraged — but 
that hasn’t always stopped people at 
previous jams. 

“The organizers say not to stay up 
all night,” said Ilya Zarembsky, who 
will be participating in his fourth Game 
Jam this year. “But people do it.” 
The short deadline makes for an ex- 
citing event, Zarembsky said, but also 
means participants don’t feel pressured 
to produce a particularly polished fi- 
nal product.

“You feel freer to try stuff out,” 
he said. “You don’t care if you mess 
up.” 

The event had more than 16,000 par- 
ticipants worldwide last year, creating 
more than 3,000 games. And NYU- 
Poly is set to be the seventh largest 
location this year, based on registra- 
tion data. 

The jam is not just for hackers, McK- 
enzie explained — game lovers of all 
stripes and skill sets are encouraged 
to participate, and can make a board 
game if they are not technologically 
inclined. 

The Brooklyn event is also hoping 
to get more women involved this year. 
A group called the Code Liberation 
Foundation will be on hand to pro- 
vide free workshops for women be- 
fore the jam, teaching basic skills in 
game -making software. 

“Games in general have some prob- 
lems with diversity,” McKenzie said. 
“Especially with coders.” 

There are no prizes in the Global 
Game Jam, though the Game Center 
event will have a panel of judges to 
highlight some of the best games. But 
the organizers insist it is not a compe- 
tition — the most important thing is 
that people come together and share 
ideas. 

“Often game making and game play- 
ing can be isolating,” McKenzie said. 
“It’s very energizing to be around all 
these people who are excited about 
the same thing.”

I t was in the fall last year, when

“He had 
this grand vision of people playing 
video games on a giant screen, drinking 
beer, and yelling at each other.”

At the tournament, revelers will 
take their turn at vintage Mario -cen- 
tric Nintendo games, competing for 
high scores, glory, and the greatest 
prize of all — free beer. 

Meanwhile, Blatt, with a back- 
ground in professional wrestling and 
an enthusiasm for Teenage Mutant 
Ninja Turtle action figures, brings a 
knack for competitive -video-game 
commentating to bear. 

“I’m a pro wrestler, so in terms

of speaking quickly and freely, that 
helps,” explained Blatt, who also 
hosts the bar’s monthly “Wrestling 
Mania” night. 

Heisler makes his living as a come- 
dian and humor writer, complement- 
ing Blatt ’s in-depth analysis with witty 
observations regarding the lunacy of 
classic video game tropes — such as 
inexplicably floating platforms. 

“In Mario, programers spent 
years making weird, floaty plat- 
form things,” Heisler said. “It’s just 
a block! What’s the point of any of 
this? How could anybody find mean- 
ing in a floating block?” 

All this, to the uninitiated, may 
sound like the makings of sopho- 
moric diversion, comprising a lewd 
combination of vice and pablum — 
namely, beer and children’s video 


games — all wrapped in the moni- 
ker of a clever, sporting pun. 

But the organizers said that play- 
ing amidst the racket of a cheering 
crowd, and seeing your high score 
displayed in stunning 16-bit on Union 
Hall’s massive projector screen, el- 
evates the experience to something 


much bigger and more glorious. 

“It’s different when you play at 
home, as opposed to at a bar,” said 
Blatt. “The whole goal really is that 
we don’t very often get to walk into 
somewhere and fulfill that fantasy 
of playing on a big screen, while two 
guys commentate.”

True colors 

Gray skies got you down? Get a dose of chro- 
motherapy at this vibrant exhibition. 

Springtime may still be months away, but 
color has already bloomed at a little gallery in 
Prospect Heights. “Color Formed,” a new ex- 
hibition at Five Myles 
Gallery, features col- 
orful sculptures by six 
artists from Brooklyn, 
Manhattan, and Con- 
necticut. 

In the history of 
sculpture, ancient carv- 
ings were typically the 
same shades as their 
source material. The 
Egyptian and Greek civilizations were the 
first to tint their creations. 

“I can guess that it was plant dyes and min- 
eral pigments mixed with a binder that could 
last outdoors for awhile,” said curator Jim Os- 
man, who is also an assistant professor at Par- 
sons The New School for Design and also a 
sculptor himself. 

Osman, who said he is entranced by the ap- 
plication of color in contemporary creations, 
chose to highlight works by Rachel Beach, 
Tom Doyle, John Monti, Don Porcaro, Carol 
Salmanson, and Rachel Urkowitz because 
clever use of color gives their artwork an ex- 
tra dimension. 

“These works are made by artists with very 
distinct ideas and visions and I believe their 
thoughtful work is exuberant,” said Osman. 

Color plays a central role in each sculp- 
ture. “Vertical Greensward 2” by Rachel Ur- 
chowitz would lose its air of whimsy if the 
installation was not a realistic representa- 
tion of spiky green grass. The psychedelic 
splashes of color in John Monti’s series “Mir- 
ror Pour Ellipse” are so hypnotic that viewers 
don’t instantly notice the canvases are really 
mirrors. Don Porcaro’s “Collective Mem- 
ory #60,” a colorful collection of apparatus 
such as hoofed prongs and rubber scalpels, 
is amiably redolent of a child’s woodwork- 
ing tools. 

While Osman has long been acquainted 
with some of the artists — Tom Doyle was 
a teacher of his some 35 years ago — he ap- 
proached others because their artwork fit the- 
matically with “Color Formed.” In the spirit 
of the show, some even appeared to him out 
of the blue. 

“This was the case with Rachel Beach,” 
he said. “I walked by her show in the Lower 
East Side and felt that her art would work with 
the show.”

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In the bug house 

A morbid class in making bug dioramas

A s an entomologist and 
a Brooklyn resident, 
Daisy Tainton knows 
a thing or two about bugs. 

And she will be sharing 
some of that knowledge in 
a workshop at the Morbid 
Anatomy Library on Feb. 
1. She will not, however, be 
teaching the bizarre life -cy- 
cles, or the peculiar habits of 
Earth’s six-legged denizens 
— the lesson is far stranger 
than that. 


“You’ll get to learn how 
to prepare your own insect 
and, by the end of it, you 
should have a finished di- 
orama,” said Tainton, who 
spent sevens years at the 
American Museum of Nat- 
ural History as their senior 
insect preparator. 

That’s right, Tainton’s 
Morbid workshop is about 
making dioramas — with 
bugs! 

Tainton will provide each 
of her diorama hobbyists with 
a farm-bred beetle, a box, and 
lots of little doll-house props

small-scale taxidermy skills 
required to get the bugs in the 
proper position, and to keep 
them stuck that way. 

“We walk people through 
steaming, softening, and re- 
positioning them, and then 
you have to create an arma- 
ture to pin them and dry them 
in the position you want,” she 
explained. 

Tainton’s own dioramas, 
of which she has made doz- 
ens, feature beetles and other 
bugs in all sorts of domestic 
scenes — such as knitting, 
making love, or reading the 
paper on the loo. 

She said the whole con- 
cept came from her love of 
dollhouse props, and also her 
disdain for the dolls they are 
made to complement. Basi- 
cally, she would rather have 
a preying mantis sipping out 
of her tiny tea cups than a 
plastic girl. 

“I don’t really like human 
dolls, never did,” said Tain-

ton. “But I like dollhouse 
items, and I handle a lot of 
different types of insects, and 
I realized they would fit.” 


Humans have a long his- 
tory of anthropomorphiz- 
ing animals, said Tainton, 
and she considers her work 


with bugs to be in the same 
tradition. 

“Little anthropomorphic 
displays are something that’s 


pretty common especially in 
children’s books and things 
like that,” she said. “Kids love 
them too.”

bretto, like Milli Vanilli’s 
singing, is borrowed. 

“In solidarity with Rob and 
Fab, all of my text is lifted, pla- 
giarized, or appropriated from 
other sources,” said Hawkey. 
These sources include inter- 
views with the singers, as 
well as YouTube comments 
on Milli Vanilli videos. The 
name of the opera is also in- 
spired inpart by the comments 
section, where viewers would 
frequently write “wow” in re- 
sponse to the group’s story. 

Milli Vanilli is best known 
for hits like “Girl You Know 
It’s True” and “Blame It On 
The Rain,’ ’ but don’t expect to 
hear any of them in “WOW.” 
Diebes’ score is a deconstruc- 
tion of Wagner’s “Der Meis- 
tersinger von Nurenberg,” 
which will be fed to the sing- 
ers and orchestra live on video 
monitors, making for a new 
show each night. 

Milli Vanilli may go down 
in music history as the first 
lip -syncing scandal of our 
time, but Hawkey said he 
also wants to honor the posi- 
tive aspects of the duo’s brief 
moment in the spotlight. 

“They hadan extraordinary 
amount of charisma and were 
able to create an act that was 
totally singular,” saidHawkey. 
“There was a level of choreog- 
raphy and even costume that 
wasjustutterly fantastic. I love 
shoulder pads, and they knew 
how to rock them.”

idea of immersive theater.” 
As the name suggests, the 
show features three characters 
hailing from the Antebellum 
period, when the South en- 
joyed a colossal cotton boom 
before the Civil War. Bricktop, 
aprostitute and serial killer, the 
Colonel, a steamboat gambler, 
and the Nightingale, an opera 


singer, are loosely based off 
lesser-known historical fig- 
ures who were notorious in 
their day, Loftin explained. 

“When societies are slid- 
ing into war, there is an in- 
crease in depravity, surge 
in prostitution, and surge 
in vice,” she said. “These 
characters are all kind-of 
obsessed with these notions, 
and it ends up being a com- 
mentary on the notion of sane 
and celebrity in the mid-1 9th 
century.” 

Though the actors will 
share a stage, they will act 
in their own portions of the 
stage, and will not interact 
with one another. The show

might remind some theater 
buffs of “Sleep No More,” 
the famed interactive theater 
production housed in a block 
ofManhattan warehouses and 
based on “Macbeth.” 

Loftin is adamant that ‘ An- 
tebellum” and other works 
of shorter experimental the- 


ater pack a punch that even 
the most skeptical audiences 
can enjoy. 

“We do not want to create 
experimental works that feel 
inaccessible to people or that 
cause a lot of eye-rolling,” 
she said. “We want this to be 
powerful and potent.”

W'burg's new councilman wants to fight rising rents

It has been two weeks 
since Antonio Reynoso 
started as Williamsburg's 
new councilman, taking 
over for term-limited Di- 
ana Reyna, who moved to 
a post at Borough Hall. The 
30-year-old councilman, 
who bested disgraced 
former Assemblyman Vito 
Lopez last fall, spent six 
years working for Reyna 
and brings some youthful 
idealism to the office. Rey- 
noso has spent the early 
days of his term getting 
his new staff up to speed 
and deciding which issues 
to tackle first. At the top of 
his list? Gentrification. 
Danielle Furfaro: What 
have you been up to 
since Jan. 1? 

Antonio Reynoso: I’ve been 
meeting and talking with my 
staff mostly. Everything I 
know about the City Coun- 
cil I have to get out of my 
head and into theirs. I’m try- 
ing to build a strong founda- 
tion so that we can be as ef- 
fective as possible. 

DF: What do you plan 
to do in your first few 
months in office? 

AR: I will be introducing the 
staff and myself to the com- 
munity again. I’ll be meet- 
ing with the leaders and the 
police officers, anyone with 
relevance in this community. 
We want to put forth a plan

that is strong, so I’m work- 
ing with the staff to find out 
what their priorities are. 

DF: What are your high- 
est priorities? 

AR: The highest priority is 
dealing with sustainability 
and displacement. Education, 
of course, is also a very strong 
and important priority. We 
want to triangulate between 
local schools and housing, 


to get to the core of the dis- 
placement. 

DF: What are your goals 
for the first six months? 

AR: We want to have a very 
proactive six months, but most 
of the goals, we have set for one 
year. We want to improve the 
proficiency of the school sys- 
tem and see more affordable 
housing built. It’s an organ- 
ism, a living creature; nothing 


is set in stone. A lot of these 
policies will come about or- 
ganically and naturally. 

DF: What committees 
are you going to be a 
part of? 

AR: The committees have 
not been chosen yet. I have 
to decide which ones I want 
to be on. Right now, every- 
one is focused on getting the 
budget done. 


Interfaith on the brink 


Hospital closed to ambulances as state withholds cash

Interfaith Medical Center 
could close as early as this 
week after the state withheld 
a promised cash infusion and 
the hospital’s top executive 
quit suddenly amid the chaos 
that followed. 

The latest round of woes 
for the beleaguered Bedford- 
Stuyvesant medical center 
began last week when the 
state failed to deliver the $3.5 
million it had promised in 
late December to keep the 
hospital open through Jan- 
uary and the hospital’s chief 
executive officer responded 
first by briefly diverting am- 
bulances, then by tendering 
his resignation. 

“[Interfaith’s] financial 
situation has unexpectedly 
become precarious and we 
could run out of monies to 
pay staff and supplies with 
patients in the hospital be-

fore the end of the month. As 
the CEO, I cannot afford this 
to happen,” Patrick Sullivan 
wrote in the letter to the city’s 


fire chiefs before his depar- 
ture. “Therefore, I must in- 
sist that [Emergency Medi- 
cal Services] immediately put 
into effect a full ambulance 
diversion for [Interfaith] to 
limit future admissions to 
[Interfaith] in the interest 
of patient safety.” 

The ambulance diversion 
went into effect last Friday 
afternoon and activists gath- 
ered outside the hospital that 
evening for an emergency 
protest rally, but dispersed 
when the emergency room 
reopened its doors. 

The hospital is in a pre- 
carious position because it 
has not received the stopgap 
cash Gov. Cuomo pledged 
last month. The cash infusion 
would have tided over the in- 
the-red hospital through the 
beginning of February, and a 
matching $3. 5 -million loan 
from the state would have 
lasted until March 7, hospi- 


tal officials said. 

The state refused to send 
the money because the hospi- 
tal decided to push back the 
transfer of its clinic patients 
to Kingsbrook Jewish Med- 
ical Center until the rest of 
the closure plan is clear. The 
state said that the stipulation 
put Interfaith in “technical 
default” of an order handed 
down by federal bankruptcy 
court. 

“The trustees of the hos- 
pital didn’t feel it was in the 
best interest to give up the 
clinics on Jan. 26 if were were 
going to be open until March 
7,” Interfaith spokeswoman 
Melissa Krantz said. 

Hospital officials and the 
state entered a last-ditch 
round of negotiations on 
Tuesday to try to steer the 
hospital to a soft landing, 
rather than letting it grind to a 
halt, and were still embroiled 
in talks at press time. 


He's out! 

Clones skipper heads west

He’s going, going ... 
gone! 

Cyclones skipper Rich 
Donnelly is abandoning 
Brooklyn for Washington 
State, dropping the Mini- 
Mets after three up-and- 
down seasons to lead the 
Triple-A Tacoma Rainiers 
of the Pacific Coast League 
in some town very close to 
western Canada. 

Donnelly, who spent three 


seasons as the Clones pro- 
fessor — and has thus far 
spent 40 years in the game 
as a player, coach, and man- 
ager — is leaving the Class- A 
Amazins affiliate to become 
skipper for the Mariners’ Tri- 
ple-A ball club. 

The former Twins catcher 
and third-base coach for the 
Dodgers was the first man- 
ager to helm the Cyclones 
for three consecutive sea- 
sons, compiling a 128-97 
record.

But Donnelly never led 
the Clones to the promised 
land, falling short in two play- 
off appearances in 201 1 and 
2012, and not making the 
playoffs in his final year. 


Still, Donnelly was the 
only Clones skipper to lead 
the team to two playoff berths 
in a row, and it could be ar- 
gued that he was the team’s 
greatest manager. Only Ed- 
gar Alfonzo, the brother of 
Met All-Star second base- 
man Edgardo Alfonzo, 
managed as many seasons. 
“Fonzie” compiled a better 
record than Donnelly’s, go- 
ing 146-79 during three years 
at the helm. 

The Cyclones said Don- 
nelly’s move had nothing to 
do with the failure to lead 
the team to its fourth playoff 
berth in a row, and claimed 
the manager made the trade 
for career reasons. The team 
said it should have a replace- 
ment by February.

the Texas penitentiary where 
she did hard time. 

“Prison is a place of ter- 
rible, arbitrary authority,” 
Stewart said. “You can very 
quickly become institution- 
alized.” 

Stewart said she got in 
trouble with her captors a 
few times for helping fel- 
low prisoners get their heads 
around their cases, but that 
she was otherwise left alone, 
she thinks because the same 
activists who were clamoring 
for her release would have 
cried foul at the slightest hint 
of abuse. 

Her husband Ralph Poyn- 
ter visited at least once a 
month and kept up the in- 
ternational campaign to bring 
her home to Brooklyn, which 
she says has changed a lot 
since she last saw it. 

“I do not like some of the 
big, tall buildings that have 
sprung up in parts,” she said. 


“But it all looks so good to 
me, because when you are 
in jail, you are in a parallel 
world, and there is no other 
world other than the institu- 
tion you are in.” 

The boisterous former 
barrister maintains that she 
should never have been jailed 
for ferrying messages on be- 
half of her client, nicknamed 
“the blind sheikh,” in viola- 
tion of special prison rules 
governing inmates accused or 
convicted of terror offenses, 
because she was just doing 
her job. 

Also unchanged is her be- 
lief that the United States 
plays fast and loose with 
the law when it suits its 
purposes. 

The killing of Osama 
bin Laden, which drew 
criticism from civil liber- 
ties organizations because 
the infamous terrorist was 
unarmed when shot, shows 
how the government oper- 


ates now, she said. 

“They shoot first, ask 
questions later,” she said. 
“They moved on him the way 
they wanted to move.” 

Stewart’s Park Slope pad 
has been taken over by her 
granddaughter and great- 
grandson, but they are plan- 
ning to move out soon.

Passing a parental driving test 


M y daughter’s first 
real college vaca- 
tion started with a 
bang — she passed her road 
test and got her driver’s li- 
cense.

I looked out the 
window, then at my girl, 18 
years old with only a week 
behind the wheel and no ex- 
perienced driver riding shot- 
gun. The correct course of 
action seemed obvious. 

“You can drive but I’m 
coming with you.” 

She immediately under- 
stood the impact of my de- 
cision, that I would take the 
car home and come back for 
them when the movie was 
over. 

“I’ve just gotten this free- 
dom and you’re already tak- 
ing it away from me,” she 
accused. 

From my self-righteous, 
parental perspective, that 


wasn’t what I was doing at 
all. In my mind, it was all 
about safety, my presence 
providing an added level of 
support for this new and po- 
tentially hazardous adventure 
she was about to embark on. 
The temporary curtailing of 
her liberty was a minor con- 
sequence. I was still going to 


let her drive, wasn’t I? 

From where she stood, 
glaring at me, trying hard 
not to say anything that would 
cross the line and really lose 
her some freedom, the issue 
was pretty simple. She was 
being treated like a kid. 

There is, perhaps, no 
greater symbol of adult- 
hood than driving, even for 
a city kid who’s been rid- 
ing the subway alone since 
at least eigth grade. In mov- 
ies and books, the mythology 
of the road and the culture 
of cars represents attaining 
independence, travel, own- 
ing the world. Drinking is 
something sneaky teenagers 
do (aren’t they all sneaky?) 


and voting only happens ev- 
ery few years, but once you 
have your license, you are 
not a child anymore. 

My daughter had her first 
sweet taste of the road’s 
magic, and her father was 
already reining her in. 

As we drove towards the 
theater, wipers swishing at 
high speed, visibility medio- 
cre at best, I wondered what 
I really was doing there. I re- 
alized that when driving, you 
don’t always know what ques- 
tion to ask until you’ve al- 
ready faced a split second de- 
cision, a sudden situation you 
never anticipated, and at that 
point, having an experienced 
driver sitting next to you only 
means you have someone to 
turn to after the moment has 
passed and, hopefully, say, 
“Glad that’s over.” 

What I may have accom- 
plished was to make my girl 
feel I didn’t trust her ability 
and maybe to diminish her 
self-confidence. Who am I 
to doubt the good judgment 
of New York state, which 
bestowed upon my child 
the privilege of operating a 
motor vehicle? 

She did her work, prac- 
ticed for her test, got her li- 
cense. It was time to step back 
and trust in her preparation 
and responsibility. Riding in 
that car was really for me,

Toll numbers may be 
a direct line to trouble. 
Classified ads are intended 
to help people by facilitat- 
ing communication and 
advertising available ser- 
vices; however, some of 
the hotlines & service num- 
bers in classifieds actually 
hurt the people who rely on 
them by cheating them of 
their hard-earned dollars. 
“Most newspapers print a 
disclaimer in their classified 
ad section to warn readers 
about numbers that are a 
direct line to trouble. Any 
number starting with 900, 
540, 595 or 871 charges a 
fee beyond a local call. In 
some instances, ads initial- 
ly advertise calls to a local 
number, but then direct 
callers to a second number 
starting with one of the 
paid exchanges. “Consu- 
mers must also question 
the legitimacy of vague 
classifieds because they 
too could be a scam. Be- 
fore responding to an ad, 
consumers should verify 
the source of all informa- 
tion & always be wary 
about sending money or 
signing a contract with an 
unknown party.”
